DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to amendments/arguments filed 12/24/2008. 
Currently, claims 1, 5-8, 10-14, and 16-24 are pending in the instant application. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
12/24/2008 has been entered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

after indentations and before that.

In claim 6, line 2, "curvilinear" has been added after the and before indentations. 
In claim 10, line 9, "an outermost edge of has been added after "to" and before 
"said rim." 

In claim 10, line 9, "the outer most edge of has been added after "meet" and 
before "said rim." 

In claim 12, line 2, "curvilinear" has been added before "said" and after 
"indentations." 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest an adhesive patch comprising a first section with a 
indentations radially extending from central hole, indentations encircling the central hole 
and crossing the radial indentations, a second set of indentations surrounding the first 
section, and third section surrounding the second section having curvilinear 
indentations. The prior art also does not teach or suggest curvilinear indentations that 
extend to the outer most edge of the rim and meet the edge at an angle other than 90 or 
180 degrees.
